A Dauphin county coroner's jury 
Saturday morning blamed Insuffici­ 
ent road markings as the cause for 
a crash on the Susquehanna trail 
in which two Yorkers last 
their 
lives. H ie victims were Mrs. Bena 
L. Baker. York, formerly of Get­ 
tysburg. and widow of the Rev. J. 
Ii Baker, late pastor of St. Mat­ 
thew's Lutheran congregation. York, 
and H. Purcell Frey, York, promi­ 
nent music teacher and chorister 
at St. Matthew’s. 
The Jury, according to its ver­ 
dict, found that Joseph H. Nelson, 
operator of a tractor-trailer, “ used 
due caution'’ in the operation of his 
vehicle when it collided with one 
occupied by the victims on tile New 
Cumberland hill on Sept. 20, last. 
It exonerated Nelson of responsi­ 
bility. 
The inquest was conducted in the 
municipal building, at 
Harrisburg 
by Dr. S. J. Roberts, coroner of 
Dauphin county. 
Nelson was charged with invol­ 
untary manslaughter following the 
accident. He furnished bail for a 
hearing before Justice of the Peace 
Myers, of near New Cumberland. 


Murder Trial Is

Trial in Circuit Court, Frederick.

OUT: LIGHTS ON 


Lights and train sendee were back 
to normal in Gettysburg today, fol­ 
lowing the lifting of the federal re­ 
gulations which imposed a dimout 
and curtailed freight and passenger 
service because of the coal strike. 
Electricians of the Metropolitan 
Edison company began cutting the 
Christmas lights on Center Square 
and other downtown business streets 
into the regular power supply to­

enjoy

milk, j 
cheese, eggs, celery, lettuce, turnip 
greens, spinach, cauliflower, 
kale, 
beans, nuts and other lime-bearing 
foods. Direct emphasis is merited 
on this essential mineral. 
Whole-wheat bread* are no! re­ 
commended solely because the flour 
contains more of the bran, thereby 
rendering 
the bread 
bulkier. 
But 
whole-grain flours contain the life­ 
giving germ. This is even more im­ 
portant than the roughage value. 
Wheat germ is sold by leading 
grocers and special food dealers. A 
tablespoonful or two added to the 
breakfast cereal or to fruits nerved 
at breakfast, or even eaten with 
cream or milk and sugar as an un­ 
cooked cereal provides indispensable 
nutrients. Housewives should place 
a "must" sign over this new food.

Bv JOHN A. PARRIS, lr. 
Lake Success, V. T., Dec. TI (IP) — 
Russia unexpectedly refused early 
today to accept a proposal for a 
United Nations inventory of armed 
troops at home 
In a surprise move, Soviet Foreign 
Minister V. M. Molotov demander! 
deletion of a home troop census

Tile Soviet action highlighted a 
five-hour plenary session which be­ 
gan at 8:15 'K S.T i last night. Just 
before midnight Hie Assembly had. 
in effect, censured South Africa f o r 
racial discrimination of Indians in 
the union after rejecting a South 
African demand that the issue be

to the international 
court of justice for an advisory opin­ 
ion,
